SiO. 800(E).—In exercis of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 109C of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 
(4 of 1939), the Central Government hereby ninkcg the 
following scheme for the purpose of the administration of 


the Solatium Fund and payment of compensation there¬ 
from.— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This scheme may 
be called the Solatium Fund Scheme, 1982. 

(2> It shall be deemed to have come into force from 
the first day of October, 1982. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires,— 

(a) ‘‘Act' 1 means the Motor Vehicles Aci, 1939 (1 of 
.1939);

(h) woids and expressions used but not defined in this 
Scheme but defined in the Act or the rules made 
theieunder shall have the meanings tespectively 
assisned to them in that Act and rules, 

3. Authority of the Solatium Fund.—There shall be an 
Authority to be called the Solatium Fund Authority consist¬ 
ing of the following members, namely —

{b) The Cont-oiler of Insuiance, 

Mimstry of Finance, 

(Tnstnance Wing), Member 

(c) One nominee of the General 

Insurance Como rat ion of 
India, not below the lank 
of the Assistant General 
Manager, to be nominated 

by the Central Government, Member 

(d) Two nominees one each of 

insurance companies for the 

time being carrying on 

general insurance business 

in India, not below the rank of 

Assistant General Manager, to be nominated 


by the Centml Government, Member 

(e> Two Transpoit Commissioners 
one each of two States, to 
he nominated by the Central 

Government. Members 

(f) The Dilector (Finance

Shipping and Transport Member 

(g) The Commissioner, Salatium Member 

Fund Secretly 


(2) The Hcadqumters of the Authouty shall be at New 

Delhi. 

(3) The poison. oopoinfed as a member by virtue of an 

office shall cease t) be a membei when he ceases 
to held that office. 


5. Powers and functions of the Authority.—The Aulho/ity 
shall perform the following functions: — 

(a) assessment Lorn lime to time ol the icq linemen’s of 

the Solatium Fund and timely submission of re¬ 
quests lor Funds to the Central Government, 

(b) \Uotmcnt, from lime l > time of amounts to be kept 
at the disposal of the Transport Commissioneis; 

(c) prepaialion of annual budget. 

<d) investment of monies of the Solatium Fund, no 1 
immediately required, in any one or more of the 
modes of [he investment for the time being autho¬ 
rised by law for the investment of the tiust monies 
as the Authority may think pioper, 

(c) all other ma'teis jelating to the adniinisliation of 
the Solatium Fund and payment of compensation 
therefrom, 

6. Delegation of Powers.—(1) The Authority may dele¬ 
gate all oi any of its poweis and functions to the Chairman 
foi prompt and expeditious disposal of business. 

(2) The Aulhoiity may flame, and vary, from time to 
time as it think fit byelaws foi the conduct of its 
business, 

7. Meetings of the Authority.— The Authority shall meet 
at such time*! and at mjcIi places ,»s the Chairman may from 
time to time, appoint in This b eh a It ■ 

Provided that the Authority shall meet at least once in 
six months 

8. Quotum.—Not Ljs than thiee members shall foim a 
quorum; 

Piovided that if at any meeting there is no quotum, the 
Chairman may adjourn the meeting to a date not less than 
seven days latei, mfoiming the member present and sending 
notice to othei members that he proposes to dispute of the 
business at the adjoinned meeting, whether thcie is a quorum 
or not, and he may thereupon dispose of the business at 
such adjourned mceifng. 

9. Decision by Majority.—Eveiy matter shall be deter¬ 
mined by a majority of votes of the membei s- piesenl and 
voting. In case of equality of voter the Chan man shall have 
a casting vote. 

10 Notice of meetings.—(1) Notice shall be given to every 
member of the time and place fixed fo; each such meeting 
at least seven days before such meeting and each member 
shall be furnished With a list of business to be disposed of 
nt the meeting : 

^ Provided that when an ingent meeting is called by the 
Chauman, such notice shall nM be necessary, 

(2) NO business which is not on the list of business shall 
be considered at a meeting without the permission of the 
C hail man. 

11. Minute^ of the meeting.—The proceedings of each meef- 
ing of the Authority shall be ciiculdted fo all member* and 
thereafter iccordcd n a minute book which shall be kept 
as permanent record, The record of the proceedings of each, 
meeting shall be signed by the Chairman. 


(4) The term of office of the members nominated under 

sub-clause (1) (d) and (e), shall be for a period of 
one year. 

(5) The Commissioner, Solatium Fund, shah be appoin¬ 

ted by the Central Government, and shall function 
as the member secretary of the Authority, 

4 Remuneration of members and officers.—(1) Members 
j ■ 1 be pnid an y remuneritijn except tin veiling and 
daily allowance at the rates to be determined by the Autho¬ 
rity fiom time to time. 


12. Appointment of Commissioner, Solatium Fund and his 
duties.— The Commissioner, Solatium Fund shall exerusc 
all executive powers cf the Authority under the gcneial cont¬ 
rol ot the Chairman and the Authority and shall assist the 
Chairman in the discharge of his functions. He shall pcjform 
the following duties.— 

(n) be the custodian of all records of the Authority. 

(b) Conduct the official correspondence on behalf of Ibc 
Authority; 


G) Official members will draw tiavelling and 
anct at the rates admissible to them from the 
which they diaw their salaries.

(c) in issue all notices for convening the meeting of the 

ALifhonri; 

(d) to keep mimrf<s of all meetings of the Authority; 
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(c) to manage the properHe* and funds of the Authority; 

(f) to exercise ail other poweis and excco e >uth of the 
functions aa may be assisned to him by the Autho¬ 
rity. 

13. Olhei offkcis and employees of the Authority.— The 
Authority may create any posts and appoint such officers and 
other employees as it mav consider nccc-^uiy for the discharge 
of its functions : 

Provided that the Authority shall not create any post the 
The maximum salary of which exceeds rupees one thousand 
six hundred per mensem except with the previous appicxul of 
the Central Government. 

14. Conditions of service of the officers and employees of 
the Authmity.—The officers and employees of the Authority 
shall be the employees of the Central Government and shall 
bo governed by the relevant rules and orders framed by the 
Central Government for its employees in all matters. 

15. Deposit of fund.— Ml monies received towards the 
Solatium Fund ly the Authority shall bo credited to the ac¬ 
count of the Authority to bo opened in the Syndicate Bark 
or any of its subsidiaries or any other Nationalised Bank ap¬ 
proved in this behalf by the Control Government, 

16. Withdiawal from the Fund.—(1) No amount shall be 
withdrawn from the Solatium Fund except for lft£ purpose of 
reimbuising the amount payable as compensation for death or 
fiiie\ous injmy to a person as a result of hit and run accident, 

(2) Withdrawal of monies from the accounts of the Autho¬ 
rity shall be regulated in such manner as may be determined 
by the Authority from time to time. 

17. Allocunon of funds to the Claims Settlement Commis- 
sioneis.'—f 1) The Authority shall determine the quantum of 
funds to be allotted to each Slate and shall place at the dis¬ 
posal of the Transport Commissioner of the State such amount 
as may be necessary from time ta time, 

(2) The Transport Commissioner shat! allot to the Claims 
Settlement Commissioners such amount of the funds placed 
at his disposal, as may be required by the Claims Settlement 
Commissioners from time to time. 

18. Claims Settlement Commissioner—Every Claims Settle¬ 
ment Commissioner shall be responsible for the settlement of 
claims arising out of hit *md run motor accidents in his dis¬ 
trict, It shall he ihc duty of the Claims Settlement Commis¬ 
sioner,— 

(0 to keep the monies placed at his disposul by the Trans¬ 
port Commissioner in a separate account; 

riij to call for the reports from the Claims Enquiry Offi¬ 
cer on applications for giant of compensation from 
the Selntium Fund. 

(iii) to pass oideis on applications for payment of com¬ 
pensation; and 

riv) to send every montn an account of the expenditure 
made out of the monies, placed at his disposal for 
peyment of compensation, to the Transport Commis¬ 
sioner. 

19. Sanctioning of claims,— ft) On icceipt of the report of 
the Claims Enquiiy Officer the Claims Settlement Commis¬ 
sioner shall sanction the claim on the basis of the said report. 
Where the Claims Settlement Commissioner has any doubt in 
respect of the report submitted by ihc Claims Enquiry Officer, 
he shall return the report to the Claims Enquiry Officer 
for. further enquiry indicating the specific points in 
which the enquiry is to be made. 

(2) After receipt of the report from the Claims Enquiry 
Officer, the Claim Settlement Commissioner shall sanc¬ 
tion the claim and past an o,Ter lo tha" effect in Form T”. 
He shall send a copy of the sanction order to each of Ihc 
following, namely.— 

(a) the Claims Enquiry Officer; 

(b) the Tianspo’-t Commissioner of the State, 
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fc) the Chairman, Motor Vehicles Accident Claims Tri¬ 
bunal of the concerned district or Civil Court, where 
the Tribunal have not been Constituted, 

(3) The Claims Settlement Commissioner shall send the 
sanction order sanctioning the chum to the Claim; Enquiry 
Officer alongwith .he amount of compensation by way of 
cheque or tieasury vouehei. as the case may be, 

(4) In the case of a claim arising out of death, the rai¬ 
ment shall be made to the legal representatives of the de¬ 
ceased. In the case of claims arising out of grievous hurt, 
the payment shall he made to the.person injured or where 
such person is not in a position to appear personally, the 
payment may be made to any agent duly authorised by the 
person injured. 

(5) The Claims Fnquiry Officer shall obtain stamped re¬ 
ceipt (si from the person while making payments 

20. Claims Enquiiy Officer.—The Claims Enquiry Officer 
shall consider the claims arising out of hit and tun motor 

accidents in his sub-division or tuluqa. It shall bertbe duty 
of the Claims Enquiry Officer.— 

(i) to receive applications in Foim A’ from the claiment; 

(ii) lo hold enquiries in respect of the claims arising 

out of his and run motor accidents; 

(iiif to coll for iepor(s fiom the police and medical autho¬ 
rity in respect of the accidents; 

(iv> where there are more than one claimant, to decide 
as to who are the rightful claimants; 

(v) to submit report to the Claims Settlement Commis¬ 
sioner alongwith his recommendation for sanction 
orders in Form ‘B’ ; 

(vi) to disburse the amount of compensation on receipt 
of the sanction order from the Claims Settlement 
Commissioner to the claimant or claimants. 

21. Procedure for making the claim application.—(1) The 
claimant, claiming compensation from the Solatium Fund 
shall make an application in Form ‘A' within one month 
fiom the date of the accident. 

(2) The claimant shall not be required to pay any fee for 
making an application. 

(3) The application shall be made to the Claims Enquiry 
Officer of the Sub-Division/Taluqa in which the accident 
has taken place. 

22. Procedure to be followed by the Claims Enquiry Offi¬ 
cer.—(1) On leceipl of the claim application, the Claims 
Enquiry Officer snail immediately obtain a copy of the 
F.I.R., inquest report from the police authority and the past- 
morten report, or as the case may he, the certificate of In¬ 
jury form the Medical Officer or the doctor, who has atten¬ 
ded the injured person. 

(21 Where the Claims Settlement Commissioner has re¬ 
lumed any report to the Claims Enquiiy Officer for further 
enquiry under sub-clause (1) cluisc 19, the Claim? En¬ 
quiry Officer shall make such additional ^inquiries as may be 
necessary and resubmit the report to the Claims Settlement 
Commissioner within seven days for final orders. 

(3) After receipt of the sanction order from the Claims 
Settlement Commissioner, the Claims Fnquiiy Officer shall 
obtain an undertaking in Foim TT ftorn the legal represen¬ 
tatives of the deceased* injured person or his duly authorised 
agent, "before making payment of compensation to him. 

23. Submission of periodical return.—The Claims Settle¬ 
ment Commissioner shall submit eveiy month a statement In 
Fodm T7 to the Transport Commissioner of the State. The 
Tiansport Commissioner shall send a consolidated statement 
of the expcndituie made out of the monies placed at his 
disposal by the Authority every three months to the Authority. 

24. Annual Report.—The Commissioner. Solatium Fund, 
shall prepare an annual report on the working of the Autho¬ 
rity, and place it before the Authority for its approval. The 
Chairman of the Authority shall cause the annual report 
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fo be submitted to the Central Government for it# Inclusion 
in the annual report of the Ministry of Shipping and Tian^ 
port.
